Yhe council deferred fixing the 
date of the meeting until the results 
of the Santiago Pan-American con- 
gress are known. 

In spite of the intervention of the 
Farl of Balfour, who declared that ap- 
propriations for armaments did not 
{form a practical basis from which to 
figure proportional limitations, the 
council decided, in pursuance of a 
resolution adopted by the last assem- 
bly, to invite -all members of the 
league to limit their annual expendi- 
tures for armaments to the amounts 
appropriated ; 19138. | 

The welfare of the German minor- 
ities in Poland is giving the council 
considerable concern... The question 
is on the agenda, but is being put 
off in order to give.the members op- 
portunity for private consideration in 
the hope of preparing the way for 
agreement before it is takeg up form- 
ally. 

One of the clouds banging over Eu- 
repe was dissipated teday when 
Czecho-Sloyakia amd Hungary accept 
el the preeedure proposed by the 
council ef the league of nations te 
settle the boundary dispute between 
them.

by Chairman Porter of. the house for- | 


eign affairs committee. 

Asserting that present conditions 
arising from the use of narcotic 
drugs are due solely to production 
many time greater than is necessary, 
the resolution requests the president 
to urge upon the ‘governments of 
Great Britain, Persia. and Turkey the 
immediate necessity of limiting growth 
of the poppy and the production of 
opium and its derivatives, exclusively 
to the amount actually required for 
strictly medical and scientific -pur- 
poses. It also requests him to urge 
f Peru, Bo- 
livia and the Netherlands, the neces- 
sity of limiting the production of 
cocoa leaves ind their derivaties to 
the same end. 

The resolution did not suggest an 
international conference, but left to 
the discretion of the president the 
method of procedure. Under its terms, 
however, the president would be nre- 
quested to report to congress within 
six months the result of his efforts. 
7 Causes Many Deaths. 

Unlawful use in the United States 
of opium and its deriyatives, includ- 
ing morphine and heroin, and of co- 
caine and other preparations made 
from cocoa leaves, the resolution 
said, “has wrought irreparable in- 
jury to health and morality” and 
caused “increased and _= spreading” 
death. 

A special committee appointed by 
the secretary of the treasury in 1919 
to investigate the drug traffic, the 
resolution said, was of the- opinion 
that at that time there were one 
million addicts in the United States, 
ranging in age from 12 to 75 years. 

The opium advisory committee of 
the council of the league of nations, 
the resolution continued, adopted in 
June, 1921, a_ resolution. providing 
for restriction of the cultivation of 
the poppy and the production of opium 
therefrom “to strictly medicinal and 
scientifie purposes” but later, on mo- 
tion of the delegate from India, 
“which derives large revenues from 
the opium traffic’ it wag amended by 
the words “strictly 
medicinal and. scientific” and sub- 
stituting the word “legitimate.” This, 
it was declared, permitted the continu- 
ance of the sale of enormous quanti- 
ties of the drug in many .sectiaes of 
the Orient by tne opium produésrs of 
India. Turkey and Persia, where, the 
resolution asserted “it is ‘legittmate’ 
to sell and transport these drags in 
unrestricted quantities.” The result,

STUDY FARM : 
IN TURNER COUNTY 


Ashburn, Ga., January 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The program of the Georgia 
association, as it is being tried out in 
Turner county, was studied by about 
75 visitors here today from McIntosh 
and Dougherty counties. “ 

The visitors were first taken out to 
a number of farms where they saw 
and talked to the farmers, learning | 
about the practical details, profits, | 
amount of work and what is necessary 
to start. | 


This trip included some of the dairy | 
and poultry farms in the county and} 
the visitors were very much impressed | 
with the progress which has been made 
since the program was started. 

They next visited the creamery, cold 
storage plant, hatchery, stock pens 
and farm bureau headquarters. 

Dinner was served at 2 o’clock at 
one of the hotels where a number of 
speeches were made explaining the 
neeessary details of beginning the work 
after the-showing of the farmers them- 
selves. The visitors seemed most im- 
pressed with the showing of the cream- 
ery, cold storage, hatchery and: farm 
bureau. : 

Explanation was /made that during | 
the month of Jantary the creamery | 
had churned 60.000 pounds of but- | 
terp which would net the farmers of. 
the section about $23,000. More than | 
150,000 pounds of meat, they were 
told, was in the cold storage plant 
by the farmerssof the county. 

The department for fattening milk 

fed chickens ha@& been more than 
doubled, it was said, and still grow- 
ing. The visitors learned that the 10,- 
OOO egg co-operative hatchery, -al- 
though only a few months old, was 
already crowded with more eggs than 
they could accommodate. 
' The stock pens, where the . hogs 
are carried for the monthly co-opera- 
tive fat hog sale, were said to be one 
of the most forward steps along that 
line in the state. \ 

The farm bureau headquarters 
were shown the visitors who express- 
ed much surprise at the thoroughness 
of 4 macbinery for carrying on this 
work. 


Outline Program. 

In a short address at luncheon, 
George T. Betts, president of the 
Georgia association, outlined the steps 
necessary to get the county lined up 
on such a program as Turner county 
is carrying out. He stated that the 
first step was to sell the idea to the 
merchants, bankers and other busi-| 
ness men in the town and get them 
to take a friendly attitude. 

“Then the program should be ad- 
vertised all over the ‘country with 
the central idea being a diversified 
program with a live stock basis built 
around the cow, hog and chicken. 
Much of the method of the Liberty 
Joan drives could be used,’”’ he stated. 
_As to the soundness of the proposi- 
tion, he stated that several of the 
staff of the Curtis Publishing com- 
pany had ‘visited the county and all 
expressed che belief that live stock 
could be as cheaply raised here as in 
any northern state. 

He called attention to the fact that 
the peak of cream production here 
was during the fall when prices were 
the highest. 

F. H. Abbott, of Waycross, secre- 
tary of the Georgia association, who 
presided, stated that the plan for 
bringing settlers and for the develop- 
ment of unused lands were as defi- 
nite as the program for development 
internally.

Washington, January ol.—The fed- 
eral control bill was passed .today by 
the house. The bill vests broad powers 


in the dep. rtment of commerce for 
regulation and supervision of all 
phases of wireless telegraph and tele- 
phone communication, and is intended 
to bring order out of the chaos in 
the air as the result of thousands of 
Stations competing on similar wave 
lengths. 

Licenses would be required from all 
transmitting operators, except gov- 
renment employes, and the secretary 
of commerce would assign wave 
lengths to various stations and super- 
vise, where ee their sending 
periods, 2 CO 

A section ‘Me the bill vests -in the 
secretary the power to refuse or re- 
voke licenses where a’ monopoly is 
threatened. 

Army, navy and all other govern- 
ment stations would be xequired to 
conform to the rules when handling 
commercial or other non-government 
business, 

The bill provides for an advisory 
committee consisting of men appoint- 
ed by various department heads, 
radio experts and amateurs, ‘to keep 
ubreast of development and needs of 
the wireless industry.
